The New York Riots. 

Our telegraphic dispatches this morning 
give a lively description of the stirring 
‘scenes which were exhibited in the city of 
New York yesterday. The day—July the 
12th—was hundred and eight y-first 
anniversary .of the battle of Aughrim, in 
which the Irish Catholics under JAmeEs 

disastrously defeated by the adherents 
of WruiaM of Orange. 

Nobody will pretend to deny that the 
Irish Catholics are mostly responsible for 
all the blood which fiqwed in Uae streéts of 
New York yesterday, Sometime since the 
Orangemen, all “of whom are themselves 
Wish, annotncedgstheir determination to 
celebrate the anniversary of the battle of 
Aughrim—or the, batile of the Boyné, if 
you will—and this they had a perfect 
right to do. They are citizens of the 
United States, and as such it is their priv- 
ilege to pardde the streets of New York, or 
of Boston, or $t. Louis, or of San Francis- 

0, upon whatever ‘occasion’ they 
please, and no set of men have the 
right to molest or make them 
afraid. True, it would have been far 
better, in view of the threatened disturb- 
ance, if they had thought it advisable to 
abandon their intended celebration; but It 

j8 not at all strange, under the circum- 
‘cumstances, that they did not do so. The 

Irish are a people who can be led a long 
way, but who can not be driven an inch, 
even by their own countrymen, and the 
Catholic Irishman could not have devised 
a surer method of bringing on the parade 
than by threatening to prevent it by force 
of arms. 

But it cannot be claimed that the Orange- 
men, clearly in the right as they were in 
the eyes of the law, are wholly blameless 
in the matter. When they found that their 
idle and empty parade would inevitably 
lead to riot and bloodshed, it was their duty 
to abandon all thought of the display. Be- 
sides, as American ‘citizens they should 
have nothing to do with such very ‘‘dead 
issues” as the battle of the Boyne and the 
battle of Aughrim—battles that were 
fought nearly two hundred years 

ago, and under a government 
to which they have renounced all allegi- 
ance, and which never had and can never 
have any real political significance in the 
country of their adoption. As well might 
the citizens of English descent here in 
Louisville renew the war of the roses upon 
the anniversary of, the battle of Barnet, or 
of some other battle fought between the 
adherents of the house of York and of 
Lancaster. The whole thing is disgrace- 
ful to the Irish nation, and it is to be re- 
gretted that the Orangemen did not pre- 
vent the dreadful scenes svhich are report- 
ed from New York as we write by forego- 
ing their privilege to parade the streets.

Soldiers 
in tah Miptornn are ‘hastening in @ery-di- 
rice to réport for duty ut the armories of 
theiwrespective regiments; mounted policemen 
patrol the streets; heavy squads of police are 
moving to designated points in the city; extra- 
ordivary precautions are being taken to pre- 
serve the pete, and the authorities appear to 
be working with harmony and energy. 
THER PLANS OF THE RIOTERS—FIGHTING 
AMONG THEMSELVES. 


A private secret circular, containing the 
plans of the proposed attack on the Orange- 
men, has falien into the hands of the police, 
and they have perfect knowledge of the 
rioters’ intentions. 

At a late hour last night, a number of Hi- 
bernians got into a row among themselves in 
their*hall in Prince street. A number of them. 
were severely pummeled. 

THE FEDERAL TROOPS. 

All tBhe regulars. at Governor’s Island, Forts 
Hamilton, Sehuyiér, and other forts in ‘his 
vicinity have been placed under arms and 
ordered to hold themselves in readiness to 
march at a moment’s notice. Gen. McDowell 
has promised hearty co-operation with the 
State vuthorities. 

THE STATE TROOPS. 

The First, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Ninth, Sev- 
enteenth, Twenty-second, Seventy-first and 
Kighty-fourth of. the. National 
Guards are nowassembled at their armories. 
Gencral Shaler and. statf bave just arrived at 
the police central office, where their head- 
quarters will be during the dag. Goveritor 
Hoffman and staff have established their head- 
quarters at the Clarendon. The revocation of 
the order of Superintendent Kelso by Govern- 
or Hoffman and the Governor's proc. ‘mation 
are read by citizens of all classes with euyree 
sions of the liveliest satisfaction. 


DETAILS OFTHE POLICE ARRANGEMENTS. 

Last evening each captain of police was re- 
quired to make a schedule of his available 
force, from which were selected three-fourths 
of the aggregate. A complement of men were 
then ordered to report at police headquartera, 
at six o’clock this morning, with two ser- 
geants, 4 roundsman, and three-fourths of the 
patrofmen under his command. This will 
bring to police headquarters thirty-threé cap- 
tains, sixty-six sergeants, the same number of 
roundsmen, and betweep fourteen aud fifteen 
hundred patrolmen. This force will be form 
ed into three battalions of ten companies each 
to be commanded by Inspectors Dilks, Walling 
and-Jamison. The supreme command will be 
vested in Superintendent Kelso. 

THE DETECTIVE FORCE. 

Besides the large force of poliee, the pre- 
cinot detectives have been ordered to report 
to Captain Irving, of the detective force, and, 
with the central office detectives, will act as 
skirmishers, to note the movements of the 
contending parties of Orangemen and Hiber- 
nians, and when*anything worthy of note oc- 
curs to report the same to the nearest station- 
house, whence it will be transmitted by tcie- 
graph to the central office. 

SECRET INSTRUCTIONS. 

Besides instructions in ghe general order, 
which have been given to the public, the 
poliee have received from Superintendent 
Kelso secret instructions in regard to the 
disposition of the force to-day, andthe ut- 
most secrecy preserved in relation thereto, =~ 

ARTILLERY AND MARINES. 

A hattery of United States light artilery has 
been brought over from Governor’s Island and 
landed in the park near Castle Garden. Sevy- 
cral ba®tcrics of mounted howitzers from the 
navy-yard have been placed upon the tugs of 
the harbor police, and are now lying opposite 
Twenty-seventh street, East river. A detach- 
ment of United States marines has been 
placed on a tug, and is now awaiting orders 
from the arsenal, corner of Thirty-fifth strect 
and Seventh avenue, Col Jas. Crenny in com- 
mand. . 

AMMUNITION AND RATIONS @isTRIBUTED, 

One hundred and thirty thousand rownds 
of ammunition for small arms have been is- 
sued. Also one hundred and sixt) rounds of 
canister for twelve-pounder ficid-pieves. Large 
amounts of ammunition have also been issued 
at the arsenals. Each soldier will be furnish- 
ed with forty ball cartridges, and will carry 
one day’s rations, with a knapsack. 

CANNON POSTED. ™ 

Cannon will be planted at different places 
along the route of the procession, and they 
Will be guarded by heavy detachments of 
troops. One battery will be stationed at the 
corner of Eighth avenue and Twenty-third 
street, but the loeation of the others is not 
ascertained. 

The police will be almost exchasi vely used 
in protecting individuals and preserving 
order on the streets before and after the pa- 
rade. 

THE CALM BEFORE THE STORM. 
9a. M.—At this hour everything isa quiet 
and all feel assured that the action .of Gov. 
Hofiman has secured peace. The militia are 
ready and under arms, and the police fully in- 
structed. The appliance of the police elee- 
tric telegraph brings the whole city’s ,breadth 
within the reach of one ruling arm at police 
headquarters, and all are at the Governor's 
bidding. Everything promises. a serene and 
peaceful day, and ifthe Orangemen choose te

POLICE PREPARATIONS.

‘‘Matthew Shanahan, in pursuance of law and 
the verdict rendered against you, it is the judg- 
ment of the court that you be taken hence and 
confined in the jail of Jefferson county until 
Friday, the 15th day of September next, and that 
on that day, between the hours of sunrise and 
sunset, you be taken by the sheriff of Jefferson 
county to the place of execution, and be then’ 
and there hanged by the neck until you are dead;

There was no apparent change in the features 
or conduct of the prisoner during the rendition 
of the sentence, and up to the time when he waa 
conducted out of the court-room his stoical 
bearing was wonderful. 

The facts shown by the evidence on the trial of 
this cause were about as follows: Some time in 
August, 1870, Shanahan went to the house of W. 
P. Shanks, in this county, bought a bottle of 
whisky, inquired for and was directed 
te the place where Montgomery could 
be found. After he found Montgomery 
the two, in company with one Applegate, 
consumed the whisky they had on hand. 
They then went to the house of Shanks and pur- 
chased another quart of spirits, and drank about 
one-third of it- Shanahan and Montgomery then 
went to the house of one Brown, who was the 

witness for the prosecution, and with 
whom Montgomery boarded. Montgomery asked 
Brown to permit Shanahan, who was evidently in 


Brown at first objected, but finally consented. 
They then took another drink and Montgomery 
apd Shanahan went up stairs to bed. Ina few 
moments somebody was heard to fall in Mont- 
gomery’s room, which attracted the attention of 
Brown, who ran to the foot of the stairs. There 
he met Shanahan coming down stairs with an 
open knife in his hand, which he there dropped. 

Shanahan then passed out of the house 
through the back door, and, pulling two pickets 
Off the fence, went out of the yard. Brown hear- 
ing groans coming from the direction of Mont- 
gomery, after obtaining essistance, went into his 
room, and discovered that Montgomery was cut 
im seven places and mortally wounded. Mont 
gomery lived until next day about 11o0’clock a. m., 
and in his dying declarations stated that Shana 
han had cut him, but that he knew no reason 
why he should have done so.
